| ham, of Newburg, appeared as Thaw’s 
' counsel before Justice Morschauser, of 
‘the New York state supreme court alt 
| White Plains, and applied for an order 
| directing the superintendent of the 
| asylum to permit Thaw to sign an 
|application for a writ of habeas cor- 
| pus. The order was promptly issued 
and it probably will be served at once. 

According to:the. usual procedure in 
such cases Thaw will sign the appl- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus, 
whith will then be submitted to a jus- 
tice of the supréme court, probably 
Justice Morschauser. Such writs are 
always granted and the date when the 
writ Is returnable is fixed to suit the 
convenience of the parties concerned. 
Then Thaw will appear before a jus- 
tice of the supreme court for a hear- 
ing to determine whether he should be 
released from the asylum as sane. 
Probably the hearing will be held be- 
fore Justice Morschauser at Pough- 
keepsie. 

This method of obtaining the release 
of a prisoner at the state asylum is 
vsuaily taken when the state luiacy 
commission is unwilling to declare that 
the prisoner is sane. 


Thaw Sane, Says Attorney. 


New York, April 20.—James G. Gra- 
ham, of Newburgh, who was engaged 
by Harry K. Thaw about two weeks 
ago to take legal stéps to bring about 
the release from Matteawan asylum, 
said tonight that the application made 
today to Justice Morschauser, of White 
Plains, for an order to permite Thaw 
to sign an -application for a habeas 
corpus was a preliminary step for a 
hearing to determine the sanity of 
Thaw. Mr. Graham added that it 
would be probably séveral weeks be- 
fore the application was made for a 
writ of habeas corpus. Mr. Graham 
then said: 

‘Since I was retained in the case of 
Mr. Thaw about two weeks ago, I have 
made a careful study of his condition, 
and I feel perfectly satisfied that Harry 
Thaw is a sane man. Mr. Thaw’s phys- 
ical condition, notwithstanding the 
morbid influence to which he is sub- 
jected in Matteawan, is much better 
than it was. I cannot say just when 
the formal application for the writ of 
habeas corpus will be made, but the 
order will likely be returnable in either 
Newburgh or White Plains.’

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan will leave for the 
west on Thursday. In the meantime Mr, 
Bryan will fill several engagements and 
take part in the conferences of more or 
less political significance. 

Bryan Breakfasts With Watterson, 

After his arrival from Utica early toy 
day he ‘breakfasted with Colonel Henry 
Watterson, met’ many personal friends, 
including some prominent democrats,

These 
and Kindred remarks had an effect on 
the wavering, and no doubt helped the 
local fellow, who used to have his 
pocket full of railroad passes, who 
now has to stay at home with his 
family, to get a few names on his Joe 
Brown list. However, the fat got in 
the fire when later on tn the day it 
leaked out that the Innocent-looking, 
demure little gentleman was a cor- 
poration lawyer from a neighboring 
city. 

Thus the Brown boom booms. but 
when the facts leak out and the situa- 
tion gets known the boomers get 
boomeranged.

Governor Smith oan Prohibttion,. 
(From The Augusta Chronicle.) 
Atlanta, Ga., April 18.—When Governor 
Smith denied the charges made against 
his prohibition record a few days ago, 
he took pains to not refer to one of them 
—to the effect that he, as attorney for 
the Atlanta City Brewing Company, did 
his best to have the supreme court of 
Georgia annul tihe old local option law, 
and thus defeat the effort to make Ful- 
ton county “dry.” He admitted in his 

Atlanta speech that thig ie true. 

In the sixty-eighth volume of the Geor- 
gia supreme court reporte, is the case 
of Menken v. the City of Atlanta, It 
was decided by QOhief Justice Logan 
Bleckley. Parenthetically, it might be 
stated that it is one of the most inter- 
esting decisions ever handed down by 
that court. It contains a complete hie- 
tory of the temperance movement from 
the founding of the colony down to the 
voting of whisky out of this county In 
\885. It sustained the local option law 
and the prohibition election in Atlanta. 

The case was brought in 1!886 for the 
purpose of attacking the law and de- 
feating prohibition. Menken was an 
employee of the brewing company. He 
delivered a supply of beer at the home 
of a customer, was arrested, convicted 
and fined $600. The case was certiora- 
ried and appealed. 

All. the facts were admitted; only a 
question of law-—the prohibition law— 
was involved. The brewing company was 
recognized and is so recognized in the 
record as the real contestant. 

Hoke Smith prepared the brief 
Wae submitted against the law. His 
name and only his name was signed to 
it, although there were other attorneys 
in the case. 

The law was attacked on the ground 
that property had been confiscated by 
reason of the enforcement of pronipbi- 
tion. It was held that the brewing com- 
pany had Invested $125,000 in ite plant, 
intended for the sole purpose of manu- 
facturing lager beer. The law, as in- 
voked by the voters of Fulton county, 
said that such a product could not be 
sold. This meant, angued the attorney, 
that the property was useless, and that 
the owners could not be restrained 
from using it for the punposes intended 
without the state paying them for the 
boss sguetained; that the law was uncon- 


stitutional, 

The present governor wae attorney in 
two other cases by which a city ordi- 
nance adopted for the’purpose of making 
prohibition effective was passed. The 
city law made it an offense to keep in- 
toxicants for the purpose of illegal sale. 

The governor advanced the same argu- 
ments in these two caseg that he used 
in the brewery case, with some addi- 
tional ones. He lost the cases, but tne 
records at the capitol show that he dia
